Daughter Wants to Go With 
Papa, but Court May Have 
to Decide Custody. 





“Papa, please come and get me.

Lillian was with 
them. 

He caused the arrest of his wife and 
Cooper and informations against them 
were issued Tuesday. 

The child, who has brown hair and 
large, bright eyes, is in the matron’s 
detention room at police headquarters 
awaiting a decision as to which of her 
parents shall have her. 

Wants to Ge to Father. 

She says that she does not want to go 
back to her mother in whose custody 
she has been since her parents separated 
8 years ago. 

When the Jefferson City jeweler and 
his wife found that they were incom- 
patible they agreed to live apart, the 
only condition being that Mrs. Oeth 
should have the custody of. Lillian:

“What I said to Mrs. Mulkey,'’ said 
Mrs. Wilson, ‘“‘was said in Denver, aft- 
er my husband and she had gone there 
in regard to a strike. She told me that 
Mr. Wilson had once told her that he 
had been poisoned by salmon, and sus- 
pected me of being to blame. I told 
her that,

danger my children also.’ 

Mrs. Wilson

Face Bruised and Cut.

Dr. Joseph W. Chambers testified’ to 
the wounds, and said Wilson lived: in 
constant dread of being poisoned. He 
had said, Dr. Chambers declared, that 
his wife had threatened his life. 

The ante-mortem statement made by 
Wilson at Centenary Hospital, in which 
he declared he was assaulted as the 
sult of a conspiracy, was read and at- 
tested by several witnesses. Dr Cham- 
bers said Wilson showed no passion or 
resentment, and seemed to realize that 
he would soon die, having been positive- 
ly so informed.

It was in 1608 
that Samuel Champlain anchored his 
little ship at the rock and built a few 
houses to serve as a sort of rendez- 
vous for himself and his men while he 
explored the St. Lawrence and 


searched for the northwest passage to 
India. Great Britain, France and the 
United States will participate in the 
ceremonies, to which King Edward is 
sending a special representative in the 
person of his nephew, Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, with a large suit of 
distinguished officers of the army and 
navy. It is an anniversary in which 
England, France and the great Amer- 
ican Republic.can all afford to join the 
Canadians in commemorating with be- 
fitting festivities.

The bank building was wrecked by 
the explosions. 

Two of the bandits stood. guard out- 
side of the building, and when the 
townsmen appeared opened fire upon 
them from the shelter of the bank. 
None of the posse was hit, and from 
appearances, the robbers escaped un- 
scathed. 

Retreat in Good Order. 

More. than twenty shots were fired 
before the bandits were forced to give 
up their positions. Meanwhile they had 
opened the safe and bundled up the 
money, much of which was in gold and 
silver. 

Order was muaintuined in the robbers 
retreat, three in front carrying the loot 
and the other two following, exchang- 
ing shots with citizens.

Hadik of Hungary has announced to 
his family his engagement to ‘Mrs. Cer- 
nelius Vanderbilt. 

A statement was given dat" hy . the 
Count’s brother, a ministef of state, 
Count Johann Hadik, as fottows: 

“Our family ot its first news of my, 
brother’s bethrothal from the news- 
papers, but the same day the news- 
paper announcements were published 
a letter arrived wherein my brother 
himself announced that he was to marry 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. Since then we have 
heard nothing further.” 

The forthcoming marriage fails «to 
create any enthusiasm among the Hun- 
garian nobility, who have lost interest 
in the Court’s affairs because of his 


disregard of conventionalities. 
Eldest Brother Very Rich. 


The Hadik fan.ily is one of the finest 
in Hungary. There are five brothers, 
the eldest of whom inherited the bulk 
of the Immense family fortune. He is 
named Hadik Barkoozy, having obtain- 
ed permission from.the King to unite 
the father’s name with that of the 
mother, from whom the family’s vast 
estate descends. 

To each of the four other brothers 
$100,000 was bequeathed, in addition to 
which the eldest brother settled upon 
each an annuity of $2400. 

Count Alexander lost his entire for- 
tune on the Budapest Stock Exchange 
in 1833. Some of his obligations to 
Budapest and Vienna brdkerage houses 
are still unsettled. He was especialiy 
unfortunate in his speculations in wheat. 
When he had become reduced to utter 
pennilessness in consequence of his Ifll- 
starred speculationa, he attempted to re- 
habitate himself with the aid of cards 
and horses.
